Admiral Davis’ mission of m ercy to 
stricken Kingston came to an abrupt 
and painful conclusion In consequence 
of Governor Swettenham ’* objection to 
the presence of American sailor*? en­ 
gaged in the 
work of clearing 
the 
streets, guarding property and succor­ 
ing th© wounded and sick, culm inating 
in a letter to the admiral peremptorily 
requesting him to reem bark all par­ 
ties which had been landed. 
Admiral Davis was greatly shacked 
and pained, and paid a formal visit to 
Governor Swettenham, informing him 
that th** 
United States 
battleships 
Missouri and Indiana and the gunboat 
Yankton would sail at once. 
To 
the Associated Press 
Admiral 
Davis said that immediate compliance 
with Governor Swettenham ’s request 
was the only course consistent with 
the dignity of tho United States. 
The friction between the governor 
and the admiral began 
with the ar­ 
rival of tho American warships, when 
the governor objected to the firing of 
a salute in his honor on the ground 
that the citizen* 
might m istake the 
firing for a new earthquake. 
He also 
doctored there was no necessity for 
\mericnn aid—that 
his government. 
was fully able to preserve order, tend 
the wounded and succor the homeless. 


Davis Landed Bluejackets. 
Rear Admiral Davis, however, land­ 
ed 
parties of 
bluejackets, who 
pa­ 
trolled the streets, cleared the debris, 
razed ruins, 
attended many 
of the I 
wounded and won the highest praise j 
from citizens and military officers for 
excellent work. 
On tho afternoon of the salute inci­ 
dent, Roar Admiral Davis w rote Gov­ 
ernor Swettenham as follows: 
“My Dear Governor—I beg you to 
accept my apoogy for the m istake of 
the salute this afternoon. 
My order 
was misunderstood nnd the disregard 
of your wishes was due to a m istake 
in transmission of my order. 
I tru st 
the apparent disregard of your wishes 
will he overlooked. 
“I landed working parties from both 
ships today to aid in clearing the va­ 
rious streets and buildings, and pur­ 
pose landing parties tomorrow for the 
some purpose unless you expressly do 
not desire it. 
I think 
a great deal 
may be done In the way of assistance 
to private individuals 
without inter­ 
fering with the forces of yourself and 
the government officials. 
As the only 
object of my being here Is to render 
such assistance as T can, T tru st you 
will justify ma in this m atter for the 
cause of eomiuon humanity. 
“I had a patrol of six men ashore 
today to guard and secure the archives 
of the United States consulate, togeth­ 
er with a party of ten clearing away 
wreckage. 
Tbi* party after finishing 
its work at the consulate assisted a 
working party to catch thieves, recov­ 
ering from themas safe taken from a 
jewelry store, valued at 15,000. 
From 
this I jud.ee 
that th© police 
surveil­ 
lance of the city ic inadequate for the 
protection of private property. 
Actuated by Humane Motive. 


"Actuated 
by 
the same 
motive, 
namely, common humanity, I nhall di­ 
rect the medical efiictrs of my squad­ 
ron to make all efforts to aid CRses of 
distress which perhaps de not come 
under the observation of your medical 
officers. 
"I shall have pleasure in meeting 
you at th© hour appointed. IO a. in., at 
headquarters house. 
"I trust you approve of my action in 
this matter.” 
Governor Swottenham responded as 
follows:

Governor 
Swottenham 
arriving at 
that moment, ther© was a brief private 
meeting and the 
governor escorted 
Rear Admiral Davis to his carriage. 
Salutations were exchanged and the

Davis, expressed regret that he was 
unable to do more for Kingston and 
said: 
“All the more to your honor,” 
adding a deep how’, evidently in reply 
to Admiral Davis’ reference to his de­ 
parture and moaning that he would do 
the same if in the admiral’s place.

tion is construed by some as inspired 
by resentment 
of President 
Roose­ 
velt’s attitude toward 
Jamaican ne­ 
groes en th© Panama canal.

The insecurity of th© 
city is evidenced by the attempt Fri­ 
day night by six negroes to waylay a 
midshipman from the* Missouri, who 
drew his revolver and put his assail­ 
ants to flight.

Caretakers were aboard but are be­ 
lieved to be safe. 
For hours 
the gale swept

fudge Fleming Asks the Court to be 


Lenient on the Ground That the 


Prisoner Was and is Insane 


PASTORS DREW CROWDS

It is considered and adjudged that yon, Unary I ■'* 
f ei\s, aa punishment for the crime of murder Iii the t mn 
• degree, of which you have been duly convicted, be and 
: you hereby are sentenced to be confined at hard label In 
: the states prison at Stillwater for the period of twenty- 
I five years. 


There was a good sized crowd gather­ 
ed at the district court room this fore­ 
noon to hear sentence passed upon 
Henry Towers by Judge McCienahan. 
The little grandson of the defendant 
was in the court room with Mrs. Tow­ 
ers when the defendant was brought 
into court by 
Deputy Sheriff Thoerin. 
Mr. 
Towers greeted 
several acquaint­ 
ances as he passed through tho court 
room and took his place beside his wife 
and took his little grandson upon his 
knee. Judge McCienahan arrived short­ 
ly aftor and called court to order. W ith ­ 
out further familities he ordered the 
defendant to rise and asked him if he 
had anything to say before sentence 
was passed upon him. 
Judge Flem ing arose and asked the 
permission of the court to say a few 
words in behalf of his client, which was 
granted. 
Mr. Flem ing in opening his remarks 
stated that he believed that the trial 
through which they had just passed 
was eminently fair and the jury as good 
as could bo got in Crow’ W ing county. 
That in what he should say ho did not 
wish to bo understood as in any way re­ 
flecting 
on the jury. 
lie took 
the 
ground that tho defendant was insano 
and said that the fact that five of the 
jury so voted was sufficient reason for 
asking tho mercy of the court on that 
grounds. 
Ho proceeded to review the 
case so far as the insanity plea was con­ 
cerned. 
Sym pathy, ho said, they did 
not want, but did wunt mercy; mercy 
on account of tho mental condition of 
tho defendant who was not a sane man. 
The question of a higher degree of crime 
ho said had not been seriously consider­ 
ed save by one juror. 
The plea was an 
earnest and able one. 
A t tho close of Judge Flem ing’s re­ 
marks Judge McCienahan again called 
the prisoner beforo him and after put­ 
ting him under oath asked the usual 
questions regarding his birthplace, resi­ 
dence, occupation, family and the like. 
Tho court then said that if there was 
vengeance in the law no such sentiment 
found lodgment in the breast of 
the 
court. 
The defendant had been fairly 
tried and had had an able defense con 
ducted by able counsel. 
As to the in ­ 
sanity plea, tho verdict of the 
jury 
showed insanity not to exist. 
A ver­ 
dict of guilty of a higher degree would 
have found evidence to sustain it and 
the jury was composed of twelve merci 
ful men who had dealt leniently with 
the case, 
lie did not say this as a 
criticism for ho believed that the jury 


did what they believed to be their duty. 
For the information and comfort of 
the prisoner tho court stated 
that the 
length of punishment, especially in long 
imprisonment, was very materially d i­ 
minished by good behavior. 
Should he 
impose the extreme penalty of the law, 
thirty years, it could bo reduced to a 
little ovor seventeen by good behavior. 
Ho then proceeded to pass sentence as 


above. 
The prisoner received the sentence 
with the same composure, amounting 
almost to apparent indifference, which 
has characterized hisdemeanor through­ 
out the trial. 
Mrs. Towers, who has 
borne up amazingly during the trial, 
broke down during Mr. Flem ing’s re­ 
marks and tho defendant turned and 
evidently tried to comfort hor, but she 
continued to sob during tho rest of the 


proceedings.
